
Remarks: 

A. Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-34 were pending when the Restriction Requirement dated March 3, 2006, was 
mailed to Applicants. Claims 10-34 have been canceled, and no claims have been added. 

B. Applicants Elect Group I 

The Restriction Requirement requests restriction between one of the following two 

groups: 

Group I: Claims 1-9, drawn to a pharmaceutical dosage form; and 

Group II: Claims 10-34, drawn to a method of improving patient compliance or 
diminishing the incidence of erroneous ingestion by providing indicia to 
distinguish dosage forms. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect Group I, claims 1-9, for 
further prosecution. Applicants note that a divisional application is being filed today direct to 
claims 10-34. 

C. Conclusion 

Applicants believe that this is a full and complete response to the Restriction 
Requirement dated March 3, 2006. It is believed that no fee is due for filing this Response to the 
Restriction Requirement.
